THE ARNIM CASE. 


a Criminal Trial. 


Origin of the Confict Between Bis- 
! marck and Arnim, and Its 
Inevitabitity, 


The Different Stages of the 
Struggle. 


The Diplomatic Correspondence Read 
Before the Judges, and Its Effect 
upon France. 


Bismarck’s Victory Diee Arnim, 
and Its Real Meaning. 


Special Corresnondence of The Chieago Tribune. 

Beary, Germany, Dec. 23.— Tue case of Bis- 
marck vs. Arnim has ended with setting out in 

STILL MORE GRANDER RELIEF 

the outlines of the already-before-sufficiently- 
colossal Chancellor of the German Empire. One 
is even tempted to the belief that the whole 
trial was bronght on the stage for no other pur- 
pose. Bismarck felt the necessity of strengthen- 
ing his position by striking terror into the hearta 
of his enemies, and by presenting himself in the 
hew sensational light of a diplomat playing his 
game with cards openly displayed on the table. 
The mysteries of diplomacy are gone,” writes 
the Journal des Debats with reference to the 
weighty documents that Biemarek caused to be 
read before the three City Judges at Berlin, and 
before an audience of reporters representing the 
press of Europe, America, and even Australia. 
The sentence finally passed by the Judges bad 
not even the importance of an epilogue; it was 
the drama of the trial itself that overwhelmed 
the unhappy Count with defeat never again to 
be recovered from. It was, in fact, only the 
last act of a struggle between the Ger- 
man Ambassador and the German Chief 
of Foreign Affairs, that shows its 
first crest about November, 1872; that grows 
more and more bitter during 1873; and culmi- 
nates, on Arnim’s side, with the appeal to the 
Emperor for protection against the cruel Chan- 
cellor, aud. on the part of the latter, with the dis- 
missal of Arnim from his post at Paris, in April, 
1874. Impar congressus Achim“ is the not 
inapt motto of the whole campaign, or rather in- 
trigue, earried on by Arnim during the last two 
years against his former friend and patron. 

Bismarck was éven willing to ease the fall of 
his insubordinate Ambassador, by having him 
appointed to the Mission at Constantinople; and 
Arnim might have written, like another exile, 
Ovidian verses, regretting his absence from the 
pew Seat of Empire. He wus, however, too vain 
and too self-con¢eited to resign himself to. his 
fate; he insisted upon rushing upon the batteries 
of his adversary, and embraced his 

DIPLOMATIC AND POLITICAL RUIN 

at the same time. Defeated before the Em- 
peror (he was even denied admission to the 
Court during ‘his presence at Berlin ia April, 
1874), he tried to renew the fight on another 
field; he caused the publication of the now cele- 
brated ‘ Promemoria” in the Presse at Vienna. 
This document, referring to the position of Bis- 
marck taken in regard to the Vatican Council in 
1870, was a direct attack upon him, and then 
insinuated that the great battle between State 
and Charch might have been avoided if his 
(Arnim's) advice had then been um 
represented in 1870 the German, or rath- 
er the North-German, Coufedération at Rome; 
and his recipe for preventing the dogma of In- 
fallibility was intervention on the part of the 
Great Powers of Europe. Theo impression 
caused by Arnim's memorial was favorable to 
his sagacity, and unfavorable to that of Bis- 
marck, who, as it seemad, was in 1870 unable to 
see clearly the enormoas danger threatening the 


of the new dogma and the concentration of pow- 
er in the bands of the Pope. Itt was not diffi- 
cult to pass from the censure of Bismarck in 
the past. to the censuto of Bismarck 
in the present. In 1870 the thunder- 
storms, according to Arvim, might, by an 
energetic stroke, still have been prevented. 
Now, Bismarck certainly has not succeeded in 
driving away the clouds, carried over the Alps 
into all countries, aud ¢ausing inthe new Ger- 
man Empire the formation of a great political 
party on an unheard-of religious basis,—a basis 
upon which the love of couutry and the obedi- 
ence due to the laws of it can find no safe place. 

In Vienna, great journals like tae Neue Freie 
Presse and others, took openly the part of the 
Count; and soon the fight became general

Bismarck, attacked by his subordinate, did not 
hesitate & moment. He laid the whole matter 
before the Emperor; and Arnim, instead of be- 
ing sent to Constantinople, was put on the re- 
tired list of the diplomatic service. He contin- 
ued, nevertheless, in presenting himself to the 
world as a victim of undeserved persecution on 
the part of the Chancellor, and in preparing 
this at least seems probable—new disclosures of 
diplomatic secrets, with the view, of course, of 
impairing Bismarck's fame. 

About the same time, Arnim’'s successor at 
Paris, Prince Hohenlohe, wantipg to instcuct 
bimself about Bismarck’'s views in regard to the 
Church question, searched the archieves at the 
Hotel of the German Embassy at Paris in vain 
for the respective documents, and found, be- 
sides, a great many otber important ones "also 
missing. Bismarck at once availed himself of 
this splendid club to brain his adversary, and 
to silence the noise caused by his sub- 
terraneous workings| in the press of 
Europe. The proceedings of the For- 
eign Office (Bismarck) were marked by 
astrict observation of forms, Arnim was first 
civilly, but firmly, asked to report about the 
missing documents. His answers bore the char- 
acter of evasion; he claimed a part of those 
documents as bis personal property, because 
they contained personal strictures made u 5 
his administration of his oflice at Paris by 
marck. In regard to other papers, he pleaded 
ignorance, or suggested that they might have 
been misiaid. After his arrest, on the 4th of 
October, 1474, his lawyer delivered the moet im- 
portant part of those papers last mentioned to the 
Foreigu Office, pretending that they had been 
found in the Count’s wWriting-desk. that formed 
one of 200 boxes which had been transported 
from Paris to Berlin after the removal of Arnim 
from his French Ambastadorship. Arnim might 
ha ve avoided his arrest and criminal trial if he 
had promptly handed over the papers ; but the 
very thirea:ening of criminal prosecution, in one 
of the last letterg addressed to him by Buelow, 
the Sub-Chief of the Foreign Office,

Judging from the amount of time spent by 
this official in preparing elaborate defenses of 
the Gas Company, his oificial duties are either 
not as arduous as the salary he receives would 
imply, or his interest in the affairs of the Gas 
Company is excessive,and passes all understand- 
ing. That, however, is top obvious a fact to 


call for remdrk, The point ia this; According 


to his own showing, it is the duty of Mr. Siebel 
to examine, besides meters and burners, certain 
„ teat-lamps” in use by te city. It does not 
appear, from his elaborate defenses of the Gas 
Company or his reports, that this ia ever done. 
What guarantee has the city that these “ test- 
lamps” are not manipalated by the Company 
with intent to defraud the city? Has Mr. Siebel 
ever prepared a statement satisfactory to any- 
body of the condition of these * test-lamps 7?” 
In all the mass of literature accumulated by him 
to show that the gas-consuming public is be- 
ing treated honestly, we fail to find any 
allusion to this important matter. What we do 
find, not from his pablished apologies, but from 
a record he id compelled to keep, is this: That 
there has been an unsccountabie increase in the 
consumption (7) of gas, both by the city and by 
private consumers, during the month of Decem- 
ber, 1874. The following table shows the ay- 
erage amount consumed by each city lamp per 
month for the last five months of 1873 and 1574:

OLD KEPUDIATED BONDS ; 
but, whether trap or not, it is not pobable that 
those bonds will be paid. In the first plabe, they 
amounted to $8,000,000, and the money was 
loaned to the old planters for the purchase of 
slayes, These have been Jost, and now that the 
debt, with its accumulated interest, bas run up 
to gome 210,000 00. no one is dix to pay. 
It ip reported bere that Gev. Butief, the father. 
in-lew of Ames, bolds $8,000,000 of those bonds. 
Of the justice of the debt beyond this. I know 
nothing; but it does not look as though the 
State willaesume it. Aside from thin, the State 
debt is not large, and taxes are light as com- 
pared to most parts of Illinois. Three per cent 
is the highest statement that I have seen, and 
farm-lands are listed at $5 to $10 per acre, mak- 
ing from 10 to 15 cents an acre tax. Of course, 
this is heavy on plantations of 5,000 te 10,000 
acres, that are now lying idle, as is very often 
the case. 

The tenant-farmer may come here and at once 
buy 40 acres of labd, and thus own his own 
home. He can get cleared or forest * or 
part ef both, as he may choose ; if hill land, or 
bottom land that does sot overflow. Amon 
the treedmen, one mule is used for plowing — 
culfivating cotton; but many of the Northern 
people use a double team for the plowing, and, 
in most cases, are Joubl.ngtheyield, The negro 
is eatisfied with half a bale of cotton to the acre, 
but the white farmer is not content with less 
than a full bale, and often makes more, 

I have plenty of evidence shat the average 
white man will 

GROW MORE COTTON AND CORN 

than the negro, aud that he can work day in and 
day out on the plantation, and suffer no more 
from the heat of the climate. In the time of 
Slavery there was a elass of indolent whites 
who contended that no white man could 
stand it to work in this climate, 
and that class depeaded mainly on hunting and 
fishing,—the bunting being mainly of slaves who 
had taken te the hn. But a large part of this 
clasg have concluded to go to work, and they 
make very good railroad-hands; aud some of 
them have gone to farming, and others drifted 
inte other industries, such as selling whisky, and 
keeping what are fecetiousiy called hotels. 

Males cost from $150 to $200 each, and are 
not plenty at that. The parties coming here had 
better bring their teams and implements with 
them. Corn and ovtton are planted by hand, 
and as yet Ihave not seen & corm of cotton 
planter, as all of the cotton and corn are planted 
on fidges thrown up by the plow. 1 have 
not found a plenter to give any good 
reason for this, only that, in a wet season, the 
crops may be worked sooner after a heavy rain- 
fall. But I am inclined to the opinion that flat 
culture, as with us, may be adopted to advantage 
when planters and suiky plowa may be used, 

A white man and ode negro haad usually put in 
25 acrea of cotton and about 15 of corn. 
The corn land is often fertilized with cotton- 
seed. For this purpose two mules are required? 
In this case, 40 acres make up the farm; but 
the Western man will have his own pasture and 
maado w, and will not be content with less than 
80 ‘acres, and this will make a good farm for 
a small family, requiring the labor of two per- 
sous. In the southern part of the State, 

98000 CROPS OF SUGAR AND RICE 
are grown on the upland. The ratoon or seed- 
cane for an acre costs $25; manure, say $10 a 
year; and the crop is worked = for orie-fourth 
of the sugar and molasses. o sugar-cane is 
planted every fourth vear, and ite culture is as 
simple as that of corn. 

Many of the rivex-bottoms are no doubt un- 
healthy for the white man, and I would advise 
all such to maxe their homes on the upland, 
where they will have no difficulty of the kind. 

Gradually the freedmen will go to the river 
bottom-lands, for these lands are very rich, and 
will produce more alindantly, aud negroes 
suffer lees from ague and fever, aud are less an- 
noyed by the mosquitoes, which are not trouble- 
some on the up! 

To the tenant-farwer of the Northwest, this 
State offers a cheap and desirabie home, and, 
with sufficient means for renting a prairie farm, 
he will be enabled to own one’ here. Then the 
small farmer, with a large family of boys, can 

, SOON BECOME INDEPENDENT. 
Of course, no farmer who is comfortably off 
should think of leaving for any new country ; 
but, among our Westera farmers, there are many 
struggling under a hravy load debt, and to 
those a change is often desirable. They may at 


in good time, and, with 
genial climate, and ready markets, they cannot 
fail of being pleased. It is true that, in some 
respeets, the modes of culture.are new; but, in 
time, they must toa 12 extent assimilate to 
those of the North. It is not long since we had 
uite as primitive modes of culture as is now 
e order the duy here; yet there is no 
reason why the change may not be made. It is 
within my recollection that 25 acres of corn was 
a fair average crop per hand; now it is not less 
than 40. 1 do not believe that the Western 
farmer will be content to grow 10 acres to the 
haud. If flat culture, with our improved im- 


plements, is a failure, he wil: soon demonstrate 
that fact; but I have no fears of auch a result.

‘PAID FOR ABUSING A RAILROAD, 

| SOW THE EDIFOR GOT SICK OF THE JOB. 

Not long ago a4 editor of a country paper of 
small circulation celled upon the manager of a 
large railroad les ling from this city to the West, 
and very pompowdy demanded a free pass or a 
1,000-mile ticket oh the strength of being the 
editor of a newspuper, and having always treated 
that road well in his columns. The manager 
was very glad tlint he was imbued with such 


friendly feclings towards bis road, and hoped 


that has feelings would always remain the same, 
but he was sorry to say that he could not pos- 
sibly give him a pase, as it was contrary to the 
established rules of the road. 

Tbe country editor claimed ‘that other roads 
had furnished hia with free passes, and he 
could see no reagon why this particular one 
should not do the same thing. He gould write 
one article which would hurt the road more than 


a dosen passes were worth. 

The manager replied that he was well aware 
of the influence of the editor's paper, and the 
damage an unfavetable article would do to his 
read, still his gomwience forbade his giving the 
required pass, not thinking the editor was enti- 


tle] to one. 

The editor pleaded in vain for some time, and, 
when he saw that his words fell upon deaf ears, 
he roared and fumed, and finally left the office 
ewearihg vengeance upon the stubborn and un- 
grateful railway official. A few days af*ter- 
wards the manager received a coustry paper 
through the mil, on the editorial page 
of which an article was mfirked off with a blue 
leafl-pencil.

THE POTTER LAW. 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF GOV. TAYLOR, 

The action of Gov. Taylor, ef Wisconsin, in 
asking the Legisiature to modify the Potter law, 
it having been found defective in many points, 
gives great satisfaction to the railroad com- 
panies ia this city, Gov. Taylor bas up to a late 
time been a stanch advocate of the most rigid 
legislation in regara to railroads, and was elected 
a little over a year ago on the Granger ticket.

them the bad results that have followed the-eo- 
forcement of the law. The Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, according te a statement by 
President Keep, has lost no less than 25 per 
dent of its earnings since the law has gone 
into effect, and the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& e. Paul has mcfered pearly as much. 
These two lines run through Wisconsin, and 
do a large inter-State traflic, which is not affect- 
ed by the law, or else their losses would be still 
heavier. The losses of the other Wisconsin lines 
have been so large that most ef them were un- 
able to pay the iutet est on their bonds falling 
due on the lat of December and Ist of January.

PROPOSED INCREASE OF THE TARIFY. 

In the President's special messag 6 to Con- 
gress on the finances he calls attention to the 
possible want of revenue to make good the 
annual apportionment for the sinking fund, 
and to the additional possible demand conse- 
quent upon the retirement of the eighty mill- 
ions of greenbacks during the next four 
years. He makes certain suggestions on this 
subject which deserve a careful examination 
by the people as well as by Congress. It is 
perhaps true that, according to the present 
standard of expenditure by Congress, there 
may be a temporary deficit of revenve during 
the existence of the “hard times”; but upon 
the restoration of easy times a revenue af 
production, which may, and probably will, 
commence in the spring, this falling off in 
the revenue will be mane good by the in. 
crease of trade. 

It is possible that the assumed deficit in 
the national sinking fund is not so glari 
so. serious as it has been represented. The 
original stipulation was, that a sum equal te 
one per cent of the public debt should be set 
a annually to redeem that debt. This 
obligation was assumed in 1868, and has con- 
tinued to be complied with ever since until 
within the last two years. The deficit stated 
is thirty-four millions of dollars. But the 
Government has not contented itself with the 
redemption of 1 per cent of the public debt 
annually ; in many years it has largely ex- 
coded this sum. The deficit in the pur- 
chases for the sinking fund will be, for the 
present fiscal year ending July 1, 1875, say 
$34,900,000. But, as an offset against that 
sum, the Government has purchased bonds 
in excess of the amount required for 
the .sinking fund, since March, 1869, 
up to June 30, 1874, te the amount | 
of 182,241,780, principal. The amount 
purchased for the sinking fund in that same 
period was $141,012,050. Admitting that 
the Government has failed to purchase $34,- 
000,000 of bonds for the sinking fund, the 
Government is already in advance on the pur- 
chase of bonds $148,000,000 in excess ‘of its 
pledges tothe cfeditors. The country, there- 
fore, need take no unnecessary trouble about 
that smking fund. A debtor that has paid 
his obligations five years in advance of the 
requirements of his bond is not likely to 
suffer in credit because he omits adding to 
that payment another year. The Treasury 
might omit the payment inte the sinking 
fund of a dollar for four or five years and still 
preserve its faith with the creditors. To in- 
crease taxation to make payments, already 
anticipated by five years, will not be favored 
by the country, and ahould'not be urged by 
the President or Secretary of the Treasury. 

The real remedy for the deficiency in the 
revenue is not a general ingrease of taxation, 
but the reduction of expenditures, The policy 
of the Government shopld be that ef any 
well-regulated corporation, or of any prudent | 
business-man, and that is the retrenchment 
of expenditures to the level of the income. 
Congress has now conclusive evidence that 
the Pacific Mail subsidy was a fearfully cor- 
rupt job; let it be repealed. The Postmas- 
ter-General proposes certain reforms that 
will save % or more millions annually, The 
expenditures of the army and navy may be 
easily reduced a like amount, and that of the 
Treasury two or three millions.

‘bined with thqse, is annually not less than 
millions of dollars, of which it 
iis safe to estimate that one-fourth is always 
jon hand. ‘To dd 10 per cent in gold to the 
tariff on ul these articles is to add from 12 to 
I per cent to the currency value of these 
goods now on hand and in store. Such an 
act is to levy atax of from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty millions of dollars upon 
the consumers of the goods, the farmers and 
planters’ and the general labor of the country, 
not one cent of which will go into the Treas- 
uty. If this tax were paid into the Treasury, 
the publie exigencies might extenuate its levy ; 
but, as it is not to have that direction, but is 
to be paid over to the holders of these goods, 
there is no term by which it can be so 
fittingly described as confiscation or rob- 
bery. For Congress, in a time eof 
profound peace, upon the pretense ef 
taising ten or twelve milllions of dollars 
more revenue a few years hence, to thus levy 
@ tax of a hundred and fifty millions of dol- 

upon the productive industry of the coun- 
try, would be an aq; of unprincipled and un- 
justifiable confiscation, without the palliation 
of public need or the protext of being laid 
fpr the public benefit, and is rendered more 
unjustifiable because levied for the exclasive 
profit of the men who hold large stocks of 
manufactured goods on hand. 

‘But this proposed increase of 10 per cent 
gold woulil add nothing to the revenues for a 
léng time to come, for the reason that, as 
spon as it became certain the bill woulil pass, 
importers would make large orders before it 
went into effect, and after that there would 
be very light importations until the stocks on 
hand were worked off, sold, and consumed. 
The enhanced price ef all store goods 
and mahbufactures would so oppress 
the people that they would purchase 
and constime fewer goods, because they 
could pay for them on account 
of dearness. Hence there would be falling 
of in demand both fordomestic and imported 
goods, and therefore a lose of revenue and of 
work for artisans and laborers, But there 
would be an increase of smuggling, of frauds, 
aqulterations, and other methods of “ beat- 
ing” the Government out of revenne. We 
cannot believe that any Western member of 
Congress will support this scheme of the 
Eastern speculators to rob the Western peo- 
ple. The people will most assuredly not ap- 
prove of any addition to the existing excess- 
ively high tariff when that addition is not 
made purely in the interest of increased reve- 
nie, but for the mere sake of adding to the 
price of manufactured goods in the hands of 
speculators, dealers, and manufacturers. 
Against this proposed increase for their bene- 
fit, this act of confiscation, the country will 
protest ; and those by whose votes it is im- 
posed will meet the fate of those whe con- 
syiired two years ago to plunder the Treasury 
by the back-pay legislation.

THE PRESIDENTS FINANCIAL MEASURE. 

The President, in approving the Senate 
Finance bill, has taken occasion to recom-

that the Secretary of the Treasury be author- 
ized to redeem legal-tender notes, whenever 
presented in sums of $100 or multiples there- 
of, at a premium for gold of 10 per cent, less 
intérest thereon at the rate of 2 1-2 per cent 
per annum, from January, 1878, to the date 
of putting this law into operution. The pre.

AN 10 NORANT DOUREON. 
The Times, which is printed in the inter- 


ests of illiteracy, and finds its constituents in 


the lower and more ignorant classes of so- 
ci¢ty, is naturelly opposed to compulsory 
education and its elevating influences, and 
digcugses the question in a style compounded 
about, equally of dogmatic assertion and 
sophistical snarl. The former is easily an- 
swered. The latter ismot worthy of atten- 
tion. With regard to education in general, 
Tax Timun a@sumes that the chik is not 
the personal property of the parent. It is 
not a chattel that can be bought and sold. 
There are certain. well-defined relations exist- 
ing between it und the parent which cannot 
be disregarded without violation .ef moral 
law. The parent is the natural guardian of 
the child, and, like a legal guardian, is bound 
te cate for the child, to secure it in all its 
rights, and to so administer his trust as to 
prémote ite welfare and secure for it the 
grantest possible amount ef good, Educa- 
tion is one of the rights of the child, and 
one of its mott valuable rights, because 
its future position in the community, 
and its value and effectiveness for good 
as 4 citizen, are in proportion to its education. 
The child who has been denied this right, and 
grows up in ignorance, becomes a helpless 
and perhaps useloss member of the communi- 
ty, and without the means of an adequate 
self-support. It takes the lowest position in 
the social scale, engages in the lowest and 
hardest forms of labor, and ig always the vic- 
tim of its better-educated neighbors who may 
happen to be sharpers or ambitious people 
without conscience. The parent, therefore, 
who deprives his child of education practices 
a wrong upon his ward, and commits a crime 
not only against the child, but against the 
State, which has furnished the means of edn- 
cation. He has no moral, and certainly should 
have no legal, right to deprive the child of it. 
The pléa that he cannot afford the expense is 
baséless, because the State furnishes it free. 
It is the child's inheritance, and the withhold- 
ing ot it is a moral and legal wrong, the com- 
mission of which should expose the parent or 
guardian to punishment. 

But, says Snarleyow the Scold : 

This preposterous tophiam of ancient days implies 
that the State” is an entity possessing moral faculty 
and moral responsibility, instead, aa the modern idea 
is, a mere political corporation, having “ neither soul 
to be saved nor body to be damned.“ Ass mere polit- 
ical porporation, the State ef course has no right of 
self-presdrvaticn,” nor any other right whatsoever.

The absence of the State involves the absence 
of law, and that implies anarchy and savag- 
ery, each man defending himself against 
every other man by brute force. In this 
country every one is born into a govern- 
ment of law, and remains init until he dies 
out of it. He can no more live out of its at- 
mosphere than he can live out of the air 
which envelaps him. very man in some 
degree is compelled to take part in the re- 
sponsibility of making and administering the 
law, preserving the peace, and couserving an 
impartial award of justice. The more igno- 
rant the citizen, the less capable he is of 
doing this. The better educated, the more 
capable he is. The weakest Governments in 
the history of the world have always been 
those where the most ignorance prevailed ; 
the , strongest where the people were best 
educatéd, The enly weakness which char- 

acterizes. our republican system of govern- 
ment grows out of the enormous number of 
ignorant people in this entry. The Times 
says: “As regards the well-being of the 
people who compose the State, it is undoubt- 
edly a good deal safer from being ruined 

by the most illiterate persons in the country 
than it is from being ruined by the educated 
scoundrels who hpve so long enjoyed the 
favor of the ruling political purty.”

In 
addition, the banks are required to submit to 
unannounced examinations as often as four 
times a year. The Examiner is to be ap- 
pointed by the State Auditor, and is to report 
in writing to him. For the protection of the | 
public it is further pgovided that i any bank | 
is reported unsound by the Examiner, the 
Auditor shall at once make an r 
report publio. 

Attention has already been ealled by 
Tam Taru to the urgent need of 
some such legislation. It is not neces- 
sary here te repeat the arguments or 


the facts. Nothing should be so secure 


as the savings deposit of the frugal 
poor. The failure of half-a-dozen savings 
banks in Chicago alone, during the last three 


years, proves that under the present system 


they are not secure. Fully half a million 


dollars of hard-earned and carefully-econo- 


mized savings have been swallowed up in 


these failures. The State gave the stock- 
holders of these institutions a limited liability, 


and yet failed to protect the public by any 


safeguards. The same is true, of course, of 
all the State banking associations, but it 
is the interests of the savings banks de- 
positors that we are most deeply con- 


cerned for. The present system of State 
‘banking is one of almost complete irrespon- 
sibility. The voluntary quarterly reports of 
the banks are nothing better than advertise- 
ments. The result is obvious. The public 
lose faith in institutions which, of All others, 
should be most firmly buttressed by the con- 
filence of the people. On every side in this 
city one hears suppressed expressions of dis- 
trust in the savings banks, The recent state- 
ments of the savings banks of Chicago 
showed that they had not recovered the de- 
posits they held before the panic. In Con- 
necticut, on the other hand, there has been a 
steady increase during and after the panic. . 

It is perhaps fortunate that the Hon. Jouw 
C. Hamm, one of the Senators from this 
county, is Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Banks and Banking. Weare informed 
that he sought this p sition in preference to 
a more ambitious post, and must believe that 
he did so for the purpose of promoting a re- 
form, which his experience as President of 
the Fidelity Savings Institution has convinced 
him is most urgent and salutary. Mr. Hames 
is one of the most reputable Savings Bank 
Presidents in the State, and we look to him 
to urge this most necessary reform with all 
possible energy. It has been found indispen- 
gable in other States, and it is absolutely es- 
sential for the protection of the best class of 
the people of linois,—-those who work hard 
and save part of what they earn.

THE PRODUCE MEN. 
THEY STRIKE FOR LOW RENTS. 

A meetiog of the produce and provision deal- 
ers doing business on Bouth Water stiect, was 
held at the Prodace Exchaage yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, 

The meeting was called to order by M. C. F. 
Dexter, who stated the obſeet of the meeting to 
be to devise some means by which those pow 
doing business on South Water etreét might 
escape the enormous rents they were pay- 
ing. He believed that the reehts now 
paid ought to be reduced a) least 
one-fourth, and was satisfied that such 


a redaction was a necessity with many mer- 


chants. He set forth that the buildings on the 
street now occupied by provision mou were illy 
adapted to their wants, from the fact that they 
contained a great deal of room that could not bo 
utilized. The trade could not afford to pay for 
the vacant third and fourth floors, which were 
beyond use, and, if single or double story bui'd- 
ings could be obtained, the businese-wants 
would be better met, and ata large saving to 
dealers. 

Messrs. McWilliams, Albro, Cyrus, and others, 
— in the discussion, all of whom wunbited in 
he opinion that the present rental rates were 
beyond endurance. They thought that the reats 
ought to be reduced at least to $75 per front foot, 
or one-fourth of what was now paid. If this re- 
duction could not be secured, they would geek, 
for the ensuing year, other places of business, 
which, they wero satisfied, would be advantage- 
ous, even if they had to pay the same rent. One 
of the troubles in South Water street was that 
the business lacked variety, and they believed 
that if a few of the leading dealers were to leave 
there that the whole trade wonid be better dis- 
tributed and materialiy benefited. 

After a lengthy expression of opivibns, Mr. 
Cyrus moved the appointment of a Committes 
of Five to aacertain what buildings could be ob- 
tained, at what :ates, and what number of com- 
mission men would move on the Ist of May if 
the present rents were not reduced. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen were appointed on the Com- 
mittee: James McWilliams, P. B. Ware, A. L. 
Albro, C. H. Weaver, and, George E. Googh. 
Mr. Dexter was subsequently added to the Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee was empowered to call a meet- 
ing of the property-owners in South Water street 
for conference, and to seek proposals from prop- 
erty-owners generally for rents. 

The feeling of the meeting appeared to be in 
favor of remaining on South Water stréec, but 
the condition was that their rents should be re- 
duced at least one-fourth. i | 

The meeting, adjourned for one week, when 
the Committee promises to be ready to report.

ANCIENT COLORADO. 


Her Animals in the Past—Prof, Cope’s 
Account of the Discevery of Fossil 
Remains Made by Uim in the San 
Juan Country. 

Frem the Rocky Mountain News. 

Prof. Cope has repently published a semi- 
official report of the discoveries of the fossil re- 
mains by his portion of the Wheeler expedition, 
announced at the time in the News. Coniing 
from headquarters in this way, the account is 


}-naturally more complete than could have been 


given iu a mere newspaper article. He begins with 
the barely credible statement that the results ob- 
tained have been highly interesting and impor- 
tant to geological science, Au analysis of the 
structure of the region traversed between Pueb- 
lo and Santa Fe was accompanied by successful 
collecting of fossil remains in many of the stra- 
ta. Thus the cretaceous beds near the Huer. 
fan. yielded many fine fossil shells and teeth of 
extinct fishes, and the catboniferous limestone 
of the Sangre de Christo Pass was found to be 
equaily nch. A uniqus collection of a large num- 
ber of most beautifaily. prewerved invertebrate re- 
mains Was procured from the same formation 
near Tags. South of the Picorie Mountains, the 
sand-beds and biuffa of the pliocene formation 
fill the valley of the Rie Grande. These are the 
deposits of a lake of comparatively modern age, 
and in some localities they abound in remaias of 
the skeletous of the animals that inhabited the 
surrounding continent at that time. Mastodons 
of species quite different from that so frequently 
found in the Eastern States were found to be 
abuodant, waile camels and horses had evidently 
existed in droves. One of the most singular dis- 
coveries was that of deer which did not shed
